Protesters say cops used excessive force at tree-cutting

Seven people lodged com¬ 
plaints against the Halifax 
Regional Police yesterday 
for allegedly using exces¬ 
sive force and being 
unnecessarily cruel during 
a recent protest on 
Chebucto Road. 

The complaints were 
made during a noontime 
demonstration involving 
about 30 people outside po¬ 
lice headquarters yesterday. 

Brennan Vogel, who says 
he was arrested and 
harmed by police while 
protesting the city’s contro¬ 
versial project to widen 
Chebucto Road, called for a 
public inquiry. 


Halifax Regional Police arrest 
B.C. tourist Gordon Olsen dur¬ 
ing a protest of the Chebucto 
Road widening in July. 

“I have reason to believe 
that HRM police unneces¬ 
sarily and dangerously pre¬ 
cipitated this incident to a 
confrontation with the pub¬ 
lic under the authority of 
the city of Halifax,” he said. 

City staff and police ad¬ 
vised tree cutters to start 


their chainsaws before 6 
a.m. on July 7 to avoid fur¬ 
ther confrontation follow¬ 
ing the arrest of six people 
July 4 on Chebucto Road. 

More than 40 cops — at 
times two for every citizen 
— were present that day. 
Three people were arrested, 
but only one was charged. 

One of the people arrest¬ 
ed and released without 
charges was Gordon Olsen, 
a 59-year-old tourist from 
Vancouver Island. 

Olsen, who has since re¬ 
turned home, said he plans 
to submit a complaint and 
is also looking at legal op¬ 
tions. He alleges police were 
physically aggressive and 
threatened to hurt him dur¬ 
ing his arrest on July 7. He 
said one officer called him

“I’m not a criminal they 
tracked down some alley- 
way,” he said.

More deaths 
probed in 
listeria crisis 

outbreak Ontario public 
health officials said they 
are probing six deaths in 
connection with a nation¬ 
wide listeriosis outbreak 
that killed an elderly wo¬ 
man and may be linked to 
tainted ready-made meat. 

Maple Leaf Foods Inc. has 
shut down its Toronto meat 
processing plant in the 
wake of a massive recall af¬ 
ter products tested positive 
for listeria. Although the 
products that tested 
positive were 
manufactured in July, the 
company has recalled all 
products made on suspect¬ 
ed tainted lines from June 2 
on, said a spokesperson. 

Results could be in by to¬ 
morrow of genetic testing 
on the meat samples that 
will determine if there is a 
link between the recalled 
Maple Leaf products and 
the outbreak that has 
stretched across the nation, 
said Dr. Brian Evans, execu¬ 
tive vice-president of Cana¬

At least five deaths in On¬ 
tario have been linked to 
listeriosis, a food-borne 
bacterial infection from 
tainted meat, but officials 
say Nova Scotians have 
nothing to worry about. 

“Our food inspection 
service inspectors are 
working closely with the 
Canadian Food Inspection 
Agency,” said Agriculture 
Minister Brooke Taylor. 

He was unsure yesterday 
morning how much of the re¬ 
called Maple Leaf Foods 
ready-to-eat meat may have 
made its way to the province, 
but said the department was 
looking into it. 

On Wednesday Maple Leaf 
expanded a packaged meat 
recall to include about 23 
products including a variety 
of turkey, smoked meat and 
roast beef products after they 
discovered the Listeria mono¬ 
cytogenes bacteria in some 
meat in their Ontario plant.

“It’s a really long time 
and you never know what 
can happen in four years. 
But I’ve been training really 
hard and I’m just glad that 
eveiything is over now,” 
said Heymans. 

“ ... I worked a lot on the 
head part and believed in 
myself and know that I can 
do really good as well.” 

Nevertheless, Heymans 


came to Beijing with a dis¬ 
appointment because she 
and Marie-Eve Marleau had 
failed to qualify for the syn¬ 
chronized platform at 
Canada’s Olympic trials af¬ 
ter she had taken silver in 
2000 and bronze in 2004 
with other partners. 

She said she did not 
think about what had hap¬ 
pened in Athens.

Lund. 

The Halifax Mooseheads 
defenceman recently in¬ 
formed club management 
he will not report to train¬ 
ing camp, which opens on 
Thursday at Cole Harbour 
Place. Post-concussion syn¬ 
drome limited him to just 
26 games last season. 

“It’s a disappointment,” 
Mooseheads general man¬ 
ager Marcel Patenaude said. 
“I thought if there was one 
year Stephen Lund would 
have a breakout year, it 
would be this year. High 
draft picks, defenceman, 
usually blossom at 19, 20.” 

Lund could not be 
reached for comment at 
press time, but Patenaude 
said hockey isn’t in his 
plans. 

Lund, who turns 19 years 
old on Sept. 9, was selected 
fifth overall in the 2005 


Quebec Major Junior Hock¬ 
ey League draft. In Septem¬ 
ber 2006, Red Line Report 
ranked him as a top-10 pick 
for the 2007 NHL draft. He 
went unselected. 

The former Dartmouth 
Subways star never fully re¬ 


alized his potential in the 
Q, first struggling with the 
P.E.I. Rocket in 2005-06 and 
2006-07. He was subse¬ 
quently traded to the 
Mooseheads in December 
2006 in a deal for Luciano 
Lomanno and called play¬ 


ing for the Mooseheads “a 
dream come true.” 

Lund suffered the con¬ 
cussion last summer in an 
off-season pickup game. He 
returned for 26 games, but 
post-concussion symptoms 
reappeared and he didn’t 
play from Feb. 2 onward. 

“In our meetings at the 
end of last year, I told him, 
‘It could be a very good year 
for you (in 2008-09),’” Pate¬ 
naude said. “I thought he 
could come back and be a 
big part of our team.” 

The Mooseheads are left 
with four defencemen com¬ 
ing to camp with signifi¬ 
cant QMJHL experience: 
Ben MacAskill, Gabriel 
O’Connor, Justin Pender 
and Graham Bona. 

“It’s a hole to fill,” Pate¬ 
naude said. “We expected 
to have an experienced 19- 
year-old on defence. Now, 
we’re hoping we have 
someone younger to fill 
that spot.” 

The Mooseheads will re¬ 
tain Lund’s rights for the 
foreseeable future by keep¬ 
ing him on their protected 
list.

Longshots tells the true 
story of 11-year old Jas¬ 
mine Plummer (played 
by Keke Palmer) who, 
under the tutelage of Un¬ 


cle Curtis (Ice Cube) dis¬ 
covered her hidden tal¬ 
ent for football and be¬ 
came the first female 
ever to play in the es¬

Now, it’s no secret that 
the underdog story isn’t 
an original premise 


when it comes to foot¬ 
ball films (especially if 
you’ve seen Rudy or In¬ 
vincible) and The Long- 
shots isn’t much differ¬ 


ent. 

Sure, it’s based on a 
true story, but riddled 
with a formulaic plot 
that hinges on the now- 
obsolete hook that a girl 
can play a boys game, 
well, The Longshots is a 
pretty bland concept for 
the big-screen. 

While Ice Cube does 
provide some decent 
support as a washed-up 
quarterback getting a vi¬ 
carious second shot at 
glory, the plot moves so 
quickly that develop¬ 
ments are never com¬ 
pletely played through. 

Worse than that,

Instead, writer/director 
Paul W.S. Anderson (who is 
trying to turn his luck 
around after making AVP: 
Alien vs. Predator four 
years yonder) claims this 
was tailored to be a pre¬ 
quel to the original film, 
although that doesn’t 
make much sense, either, 
since 2000 was, you know, 
eight years ago. 

Set in the near-future, 
Death Race stars Jason 
Statham (Crank) as Jensen 
Ames, an innocent man 
who goes to jail for suppos¬ 
edly killing his wife. 
There, the former NASCAR 
driver is recruited to race 


other life-term inmates un¬ 
der the pseudonym of 
Frankenstein in a reality- 
show called Death Race. 

The catch: The cars are 
loaded with machine guns. 
The dangling carrot: Who¬ 
ever wins, goes free. 

If that sounds familiar, 
you probably saw last year’s 
The Condemned starring 
pro-wrestler Steve Austin. 
Death Race’s plot is practi¬ 
cally identical, and likewise, 
it’s built solely on shock val¬ 
ue and adrenaline without 
the quirky satirical critique 
on violence that fuelled the 
1975 original. 

Now, on its own merit, 


Death Race has plenty of 
mindless action, and in¬ 
deed, some crazy car 
stunts and riveting death 
scenes. But it’s all so over- 
the-top — especially the 
script and performances. 

Joan Allen is a three-time 
Oscar nominee, but here 
she seems to be playing a 
vicious prison warden for 
laughs when she threatens 
Ames that if he messes 
with her, “We’ll find out 
who sh-ts on the sidewalk.” 

If only that horrible line 
had come from a wrestler, 
maybe this film wouldn’t 
have seemed so counter¬ 
feit.

Instead, the gang loses their 
director, get lost themselves 
and fall prey to real terror¬ 
ists. 

The twist: They’re con¬ 
vinced it’s all part of the 
movie. It’s a great premise 
and one that doesn’t let 
down with its cast.

You’ve seen him in A Night 
at the Museum and this 
summer’s Tropic Thunder. 

He’s been accused in the 
media of giving drugs to 
Owen Wilson. And in the 
U.K., he’s a huge star. But if 
you ran into Steve Coogan 
on the street, you probably 
wouldn’t recognize him. 

“I’m sort of known by 
certain people in the in¬ 
dustry for independent 
films,” Coogan said during 
a recent interview in Tor¬ 
onto. “But this is the first 
thing I’ve done that’s been 
given a platform with lots 
of support.” 

He’s, of course, referring 
to Hamlet 2, his first real 
leading role in a big Holly¬ 
wood movie. 

A zany comedy about 
Dana Marschz — a high 
school drama teacher who 
attempts to direct a sequel 
to a play where all the 
characters died at the end 


— Hamlet 2 is a departure 
for the English comedian 
who earned his reputation 
making indie flicks like 24 
Hour Party People and 
Happy Endings. 

“I wanted to do a come¬ 
dy film that was broad, ac¬ 


cessible and not too eso¬ 
teric,” admits Coogan. 
“and when I read the 
script, this fits the bill. It’s 
smart, but it’s not hard-go¬ 
ing; it’s easy to watch.” 

That it is. But his charac¬ 
ter is still not typical of 


most Hollywood protago¬ 
nists. A failed thespian 
who idolizes Elizabeth 
Shue and pitches herpes 
medication on TV, Dana 
Marschz is not your aver¬ 
age hero. 

“He’s a loser. He’s a 
slightly tragic figure, but 
he’s an innocent too,” de¬ 
fends Coogan of the charac¬ 
ter’s consistent mess-ups. 

“The audience has to 
like him in some way to 
stay with the film; you had 
to give him some sort of 
emotional momentum be¬ 
cause he’s trying to do the 
right thing. He’s a good 
person; he’s just a bit of an 
idiot, too.” 

With Coogan now receiv¬ 
ing great praise for his hilar¬ 
ious performance, it would 
seem that Hamlet 2 is sure 
to be just what Steve 
Coogan needed to finally 
make it in Hollywood — af¬ 
ter 20 years in showbiz. 

“If people go to see it,” 
agrees Coogan while 
laughing. “I suppose it will 
be a breakthrough.”

Human Highway’s debut album — Moody Motorcycle — is a 
sophisticated collection of rootsy pop tunes. 


For some musicians, the 
daily grind of touring in a 
small van with the same 
sweaty guys turns them off 
writing for months, but not 
Jim Guthrie. The ex-lslands 
guitarist not only jammed 
with his former band night 
after night, he teamed up 
with the group's lead 
singer, Nick Thorburn, to 
start a whole other group. 

“Nick had been writing 
the song My Beach while we 
were on tour and he came 
up to my hotel room and 
asked if I wanted to record 
it,” says Guthrie, explaining 
how Human Highway, his 
new laid-back Toronto- 
based duo, was formed. 
“We didn’t actually have all 
the instruments you hear 
on the track, so we did the 
rest of it back at my house.” 

Most of Moody Motorcy¬ 
cle, the twosome’s debut 
disc, was conceived in 
Guthrie’s house. While it’s 
definitely a collaboration 
— many of the songs fea¬ 
ture both musicians on vo¬ 
cals — the project came to¬ 
gether mostly as a result of 


Thorburn’s desire to work 
with his bandmate in an 
non-islands setting. 

“Nick really wanted to 
write songs with me,” says 
Guthrie. 

Although it was recorded 
in about two weeks, Hu¬ 
man Highway’s disc is a so¬ 
phisticated collection of 
rootsy pop tunes that re¬ 
call the Everly Brothers or 
the Traveling Wilburys. 
The harmonies are easily 
the best part, but the calm, 
thoughtful songwriting is 


what really drives this disc. 

With good reviews com¬ 
ing in from fans and critics 
alike, what was supposed 
to be a side-project looks 
like it could be turning in¬ 
to something more. “I do 
stuff for me and if there’s 
an audience, great,” he 
adds. “We were just leaving 
ourselves an out. What 
we’ve done is just wrote a 
bunch of songs we both re¬ 
ally love, and it turns out 
other people hear some¬ 
thing in them as well.”

Air travel is a wretched ex¬ 
perience that is getting 
more awful by the day. 

Just last week, my flight to 
Winnipeg — what used to 
be as routine as a bus ride 
downtown — is now a 
frustrating, demeaning 
and hideously expensive 
experience. 

Between uncaring gate at¬ 
tendants (who refused to 
announce that the flight 
was going to be an hour late 
even though we could all 
see that the plane wasn’t at 
the gate yet) and overzeal-

Tibet, which Commu¬ 
nist troops entered in 
1950, suffered violent riot¬ 
ing in March, which led to 
anti-government demon¬ 
strations across Tibetan ar¬ 
eas of China, deeply em¬ 
barrassing Beijing just 


months before the 
Olympic Games. 

Tibet’s exiled spiritual 
leader, the Dalai Lama, ac¬ 
cused Chinese troops of 
opening fire on protesters 
in eastern Tibet on Aug. 18.

Snakecharming the masses 

Montreal rockers The Stills drop new album following McCartney opening gig

Midway through a recent 
concert from The Stills, 
several masked drummers 
joined the group onstage 
to add extra percussive 
oomph to a new tune 
called Snakecharming the 
Masses. 

Was this foretelling a 
bold conceptual direction 
for the Montreal rockers’ 
third album, Oceans Will 
Rise, on which the song ap¬ 
pears? 

“We have some good 
friends who belong to an 
art group,” Stills 
singer/guitarist Tim Fletch¬ 
er explains. “When we 
asked them to come up on 
stage with us, they 
brought these masks and 
hoodies with them and 
said, ‘All right, we’re gonna 
dress up like tribal terror¬ 
ists and hit some drums.’” 


Ambitious indeed. Other 
than a YouTube video, the 
song had yet to fully reach 
a mass audience. 

Then again, The Stills 
have some previous experi¬ 


ence snakecharming the 
masses, albeit under differ¬ 
ent musical circumstances. 
Featured in Rolling Stone 
and as one of MTV’s Ten 
Artists To Watch in 2003, 


the group’s full-length de¬ 
but, Logic Will Break Your 
Heart, drew raves for its 
’80s dark new wave and 
comparisons to Echo & The 
Bunnymen and Joy Divi- 


§ sion. 

p But by 2006’s Without 
| Feathers, The Stills veered 
I toward more peppier, 
sparse classic rock. Inter¬ 
nally, guitarist and found¬ 
ing band member Greg Pa- 
quet left, drummer Dave 
Hamelin switched to gui¬ 
tar and touring key¬ 
boardist Liam O’Neil and 
drummer Julien Blais were 
eventually added as perma¬ 
nent members. 

“The first two records 
were us being thrown into 
this new world that, with 
our own neuroses, was 
tough to understand and 
get comfortable with at 
first,” Fletcher says. “Now, 
as a band, we’re much 
more comfortable togeth¬ 
er.” 

Still, more changes en¬ 
sued: A label move from 
Vice Records to Arts & 
Crafts and another musical 
shift toward ambitious in¬ 
die rock. Neither, however, 


could have prepared 
Fletcher, Hamelin, O’Neil, 
Blais and bassist Olivier 
Corbeil for their next shot. 

The aforementioned re¬ 
cent concert was a July 
show in Quebec City to 
mark the city’s 400th 
birthday. The Stills per¬ 
formed in front of some 
250,000-plus people as a 
warm-up act for the 
evening’s headliner — 
Paul McCartney. 

“We kept hearing about 
it before we knew we were 
confirmed to take part,” 
Fletcher says. “None of us 
believed it was going to 
happen. But once it was 
confirmed, we all went, 
‘Oh ... my ... God! We’ve 
got a week to get this to¬ 
gether. 

“We’ve played to thou¬ 
sands of people before, but 
nothing quite like that. It 
took about a weelc-and-a- 
half afterwards for that ex¬ 
perience to wear off.”

mad love: AMC spent a fa¬ 
bled fortune in promotion 
leading up to the premiere 
of the second season of 
Mad Men just over a 
month ago, but it doesn’t 
seem to be paying off in 
the numbers — according 
to a story in the New York 
Post this week, last Sun¬ 
day’s episode saw rating 
return to 
last season’s 
average of 
around 1.1 
million. 

That’s a loss 
of a million 
viewers 
since the 
show’s heav¬ 
ily hyped re¬ 
turn to the 
airwaves, 
with a “sea- 

son-low 514,000 viewers 
among persons 18-49, ac¬ 
cording to Nielsen.” 

Which means that Mad 
Men’s core viewership is 
sticking with the show, 
though few new fans have 
been made — or most of 
them are, like me, watch¬ 
ing the thing on TiVo days 
after the show airs. Not 
good news for AMC, which 
makes me think I should 
be cherishing my favorite 
show on the air while it 
lasts. I’m not sure what 
these erstwhile new view¬ 
ers were expecting, but I 
haven’t been at all disap¬ 
pointed with the four 
episodes of Mad Men so 
far. Far from it — Matthew 
Weiner and his cast and

crew have exceeded my 
expectations, by a long 
shot. 

While it was clear from 
the first episode that Mad 
Men was going to be a 
workplace drama, it’s de¬ 
livered on more than that. 
The anguished intrigues in 
the Sterling Cooper offices 
are still driving the show, 
but its forays into the per¬ 
sonal lives of the employ¬ 
ees and their families are 
threatening to shift the fo¬ 
cus — not that I’m com¬ 
plaining. 

Last Sunday’s show 
crammed in a lot of go¬ 
ings-on for a series that’s 
reputedly “slow moving,” 
including sev¬ 
eral indelible 
glimpses into 
the family life 
of Jon Hamm’s 
Don Draper 
and his restive 
wife Betty (Jan¬ 
uary Jones.) 
From a frisky 
prelude to 
coitus inter¬ 
rupted by the 
kids to the 
pathological misbehavior 
of the youngest, Bobby 
and the precociousness of 
his sister Sally (speculating 
to zaftig office manager 
Joan that she’ll have “big 
ones” like her when she 
grows up), the episode pro¬ 
voked many winces of 
recognition from anyone 
once or currently in the 
business of raising a fami¬ 
ly. (And remember — all 
appearances to the con¬ 
trary, Mad Men isn’t really 
about the early ‘60s as 
much as it’s about our 
own lives, today, refracted 
through that idealized 
past.)
